Capital 1s invested in railways, cable and telegraph companies,

In order to apply to the present time that which happened 
vefore, as the Protocols of 1905 and 1907 have not been carried 
out, 2 study has been made--- 4s evidenced by this report----- 
and the Argentine “Government. adds the following antecedents 
as a solution to the question. involved: 


1.--- Argentine claim to Bahia Negra, reoognized by con- 
ventions and sustained until the Treaty of February 3, 
1876. Gradual oessions to Paraguay going down from 
north to south. . 


3.-~- Argentine cession from Bahia Negra to Rio Verde 
(23°10') on Mouchez's map. 


3.--- The boundary lines were established in the Treaty of 
February 3,1876. 


4e--- The question to be elucidated is a judicial one: 
the application of the Treaty, not 4 geographical one, 
as was understood by error by those who signed the 
Convention of September 11,1905, (R. Larreta-Caminos) 
and the complementary one of February 1,1907, (Zeballos- 
aminos). 


5.--~ The solution is a simple one: Comparison of the 
maps of Mouchez and Brayer with the terrain. These 
maps are part of the text 4tself of the Treaty. 


The Minister terminates this part of his report by stating 
that the demarcation of the boundary by the Piloomayo River 
between the Argentine Republic and that of Paraguay is clearly 
set forth in the Treaty of February 3,1876, and its application 
simply implies the carrying out of said diplomatic act without 
ambiguity. 


The doubts which have arisen respecting it, disappear by 
applying it to the letter; the certainty of its clearness is 


made manifest by taking its source into account, and from these 
negotiations the definite treaty arose. 


These anteoadents and the considerations which they de- 
monstrate are the only appliation of which the Treaty admits. " 
Chapter V of the Minister's Report is translated below 
as it gives a summary of the status of the case at the present 

time: 


"The Treaty presoribes that the Rfo Verde is the one 
TAO ee eee in the Paraguay at 33°10' S.Lat., and that the 
Rio Piloomayo is the one that empties into the Paraguay at 
35° 20 according to Mouchez' map and at 35° 388' according 
to that of Brayer. - 


The channel or prinoipal branoh that these maps show. 
is the boundary whioh the Treaty indicates. 


Geographically, therefore, the branoh or principal channel 
was determined, and there was not then, nor at the present 


=~2=. 


time, any need for Commissions to determine it. 


It 1s sufficient to look up Brayer's and Mouchez'ts maps , 
Wnioh showed the course of the Rfo Verde,in order to fix the 
boundary of that strip of territory that the Argentine Republic 
ceded to Paraguay-~-coming frou the Bahfa Negra. 


These same maps also served to mark the principal branch 
of the Pilcomayo. With these Geographical elements the landmarks 
or milestones denoting the boundary line were placed. 


Not only are they a part of the Treaty, but as has been 
demonstrated, these maps served for reference by the negotiators 
of the Treaty, and in negotiations prior to same. 


Hence, whioh is the prinoipal branch of the river in the 
maps of Moucheg and Brayer---that is to say, in the Treaty ? 


Having ordered the drawing up----on the same scale----~of 
Gopiss of these charts and of the most recent map of that 
region, and by placing one on top of the Other, it will be 
seen that the branoh or prinoipal channel of the Piloomayo River 
of the Treaty follows the oourse of the North or Eastern 
branch of said river. 


The matter being considered thus under its real aspect it is 
solved in accordance with the olaims of the Argentine Republic. 


In this way also historic antecedents are corroborated; 
conventional precedents (Treaty of Alliance of 1865,eto.); the 
rights invoked by the Argentine negotiators; the oessions made 
by the Argentine Republic little by little as a proof of its 
friendship for the neighboring country, granting territory from 
north to south. Furthermore, it is made manifest that the 
judicial interpretation we give to the Treaty of February 3,1876 
is exact,which leads on to the comparison of the maps of 
Mouchez and Brayer, and to the evidenoe that the boundary 
expressly agreed upon----logical consequence of these antece- 
dents----— is the present north branoh of the Pilcomayo River". 


To the above was attached a study of the Chief of the Division 
of International Boundaries, Engineer Z.S8anohez, concerning the 
maps of Mouchez and Brayer, accompanied by a table of differences 
noted by the Commission with reference to the position of the 
principal points, also the diplomatio antecedents of the various 
negotiations which originated the fixing of the boundary with 
Paraguay. . 


The Argentine press confined itself generally to a synopsis 
of the Minister's note, report and acoompanying documents, no 
comment being made. The Paraguayan press has taken a very differ- 
ent attitude as will easily be understood. 


"El Liberal" (Asuncién,Paraguay) under date of July 3,1931 
published a lengthy comment, a synopsis of which follows: 


"With the greatest surprise we have received the text of 
the Argentine note which the Chancellory of Argentina has 
considered convenient to publish. It is useless to try and 
hide the unpleasant impression which the unexpected attitude 
of the Argentine Government has produced in Paraguayan oircles. 
This in view of the further olaims made by Argentina which 
reveal little generosity and justice whioh inspired them, and 
the attempt to contradiot the unmistakable conolusions: sustained 
by the Technical Committee(which had Argentine experts damoig sits 


-— members :.)and which arrived at its decision on the basis of a 
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careful examination on the same grounds which now it is 
pretended to discuss." 

Further and lengthy articles have continued to appear 
in the Paraguayan press on the subject, all in the same 
note of indignant and pained surprise. 
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In regard to the possible candidacy of Sr. Marcelo 
Alvear, at present Argentine Minister in Paris, to the Presi- 
denoy, it is firmly believed in political circles that he 
4s President Irigoyen's choice. Although in theory the Radi- 
cal Party's candidate will be chosen by a Party oonvention,it 
4a reported that President Irigoyen has firm control over 
the party. 

Other information is to the effect that the presidential 
candidate will be chosen from among the following five men: 
Sr. Cantilo, Sr. Alvear, Sr. Gonzalez, Senator Saguier and 
Senator Gallo.

Argentina and South America. 


The Minister of Panama in Argentina, Sr. Harmodio 
Arias, endeavored to interedt the Argentine Government in 
taking action with a view to the settlement of the Panama- 
Costa Rioa boundary dispute and the following is a transla- 
tion of the reply of the Argentine Minister of Foreign 
Affairs to Sr. Arias: 

" In reply to your communications on the differences 
whioh have arisen between the Republics of Panama and of 
Costa Rica concerning boundary litigation, I have the honor 
to state that the Argentine Govornment has adopted,as a 
standard of procedure, ooncerning interferenose in the relations 
between neighboring countries in America, to only interfere 
on the request of both parties, in a conoilitory manner 
and as a friendly arbitrator. ‘ 

Hence as the case in point is a matter already decided 
by arbitration, the Argentine Government does not consider 
itself in a position to to confer the good offices required 
in this emergenoy". 

Following the publication of this note in the press 
"La Epoca" (The Government organ) under date of July 21, 
stated that the reputation of the Argentine Government on 
this continent was so great that other nations submit their 
disputes to it for decision... 
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At present there only exists one party properly organized — 
all over the Republic, and that is the Radioal Party; there 
are dissenting groups from this party all over the Republic. 


The Conservative opposing party works under diverse de - 
nominations, and separate political directors; they coincide 
in their opposition to radicalism, but it is a difficult 
matter to unite them under a common flag, or ohief, which 
would mean unity and efficacy. 


Respecting socialism, this party is not in a position 
to be able to fight the dominant party, outside the city of 
Buenos Aires. In the remainder of the Republic it has no 
cohesion, nor has it a sufficient number of votes, to make it 
worthy of entering in any calculation of probabilities. 


The Radioal Party, like all political parties which get 
into power, suffers from important dissensions, and if such 
be to the extent indicated by provincial newspapers, then 
the oonditions of this party to face the coming struggle, are 
very doubtful. ; 


The most serious dissension in the Province of Santa Fé 
was arranged when the time came to elect the present Presi- 
dent; hence it is reasonable to suppose that as long as 
quarrels are a local matter, arrangement’ is impossible, but 
when its consequences might have a national importance, then 
party discipline gains the day. 


There exist but few réasons for a really serious party 
division; these differences among Radioals -have always. exist- ' 
ed. Thus it is probable that in case of any further dissension — 
taking place, the only result will be the withdrawal. of members | 
of certain prestige, but without any electoral.,weight, or at 
least not sufficient td affect the fate of the Party as a 
whole. aie eee 


In such provinces in which the Radical Party dominates 
the situation, there also exist dissidents; constitutional 
questions and Federal interventions in suoh provinces have 
not. been brought about by opposition parties, but .by fractions — 
of the Radical Party itself. .... ae ee ee ee 
This is what has happened in the Province of Mendoza, where 
there is no opposition Conservative Party, and consequently © 
the matter is still easier to settle. 


In the Provinces of Santa Fé and Tuouman, it can scarcely 
be said that matters-are in a better state; a fresh inter- 
vention is announced also for the province of Salta. 


In the Province of Entre Rios, the dissensicns aprear to 

be more serious, and there metropolitan radicaliem obtained 
a victory. It was supposed, as amongst the opponents of 
Presidential policy were to be found the ex-Governor Laur- 
encena, Dr. Melo and other important political figures of . 
that province, that the opposition there would be dangerous 
to the unity of the party, and endanger its success in the 
electicns of April. However, due to the latest statements 
made by the provincial committee 4t is understood there will 
be no real dissensions. 


Respecting the other Provinces, 44 would be a difficult 
matter to form a number sufficient to rout the Radioals, and 
in the majority of cases it would be very difficult to change 
the direction of the political wind, 4f such be not effected 
by politicians in Buenos Aires. © . = ; 


In the provinces, the tendenoy of the metropolis is easily 
followed; the same was the case when the National Party was 
in power. This is the permanent seduction fomented by the 
Government House, over provincial politicians. 


This is one of the peculiarities of the federal system, whioh 
governs over Argentina in theory if not in practice. In 
politicos, education, ganitary works and everything else, all 
48 looked for from Government House in Buenos Aires. 


There are two provinces, those of Cérdoba and Corrientes, 
where the Radioals were defeated at the last elections. Up to 
now, everything induces us to believe that the demooratio or 
liberal majority will subsist even though the Radicals say 
they will gain the elections in these provinogs. 


In the Province of Buenos Aires, the situation of radicalism 
implies a struggle: however it is not considered that there 
is any great risk.for the moment of losing the majority, but 
nevertheless, it will have to fight a well prepared adversary. 


_ The election of municipal authorities and membere of the 
Provinoial legislatures, which took place at the beginhing of 
the year, has proved to the Radicals that their majority is 
by no means assured in all the districts of the Province of 
Buenos Aires. 


The Socialists have but a small electoral capital, as 
oompared with that of their adversaries. In national general 
eleotions they are of no politidal value whatever, as the 
majorities that count are those which have the highest totals. 


Nevertheless, in provinoial elections, this is not. the cass: 
there they enjoy proportional representation, according to the 
total of votes. The electoral convention of the Province is 
formed by a number of electors, equal in number to the provin- 
dial Senators and Deputies; each party has its electors © 
proportionally to its -numbers. : 


In acoordance with this disposition, this party has gained 
five seats in the Provinoial Legislature, and it is believed 
that it will obtain two more in the let and 8nd districts, 
in which in the year 1918, it had none, as the Socialists then 
had. ansinéafficient number of votes. 


However, if under these oiroumstances, this Party were to 
have eight electors, then the Radicals might find themselves 


ee 


in difficulties, as the Socialists might vote for the 
Conservative candidate. 


Consequently, the Radicals must beat the Conservatives 
by a majority superior to the total number of the votes of 
the Sooialists. The Radicals must gain by a difference of 
10.000 $o 13.000 votes, and if they do not, then their 
enemies may come out with a majority in the electoral con- 
vention fcr the election of Governor or Vice-Govarnor of 
the Province. This danger however does not exist; possibly 
with respect to national elections, in which the majority will 
certainly be Radical, then the minority will oe made up of 
Conservatives, and then the Socialist Party will have elected 
no members at all. 


The probabilities seem to favor the Radicals: however, it 
remains to be seen what will be the attitude adopted by 
the dissidents from this Party, and the value of their with- 
drawal at the time of the elections.

The Radicals have triumphed at national and municipal - 
eleotions for the last seven years; only at one municipal ' 
election were they defeated by the Socialists. 
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The preliminary skirmishing for the forthcoming Presi- 
dential election contest has fairly commenced and the politi- 
cal atmosphere is charged with electricity. The six year 
term of office of Dr. Irigoyen does not terminate till 18th 
October 1923, but his successor has to be elected about the 
beginning of April,1922. It is but logical,therefore, that 
electioneering should begin now. The Radical party came 
into power for the first time in 1916, under the operation 
of the reformed electoral law (promoted by President Saenz 
Pefia) which made voting obligatory and seoret. The Party 
‘was returned by a large majority, and until comparatively 
recently it would have seemed quite safe to prophesy that it 
would be successful in the next campaign. Even now, it would 
be rash to anticipate the contrary, but it cannot be denied 
that the Party has been appreciably debilitated lately by 
internal dissention and, to some extent, by growing public 
disapproval of different aspects of Governmental action. |. « '

On August 38th the election of members of the Convention 
will take place, and those elected then and last August will 
become members of the convention of the capital to take place 
next October. This Convention will be a very important one 
indeed for the party for theroat will be designated the 

Party candidates to the Presidenoy and Vice—Presidenoy of 
the Republic, the Radical Senator for the Capital as well as 
electors for said Senator. Finally Radical candidates 
for national D°putyships will also be elected. 


In the forthooming national elections to take place on 
the first Sunday in April of 1922, 83 Deputies are to be 
elected. Of these 79 will be for 4 years and 3 for 3 years. 
These Deputyships are distributed as follows:

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In con nneetion with Report # a. dated “Aueust ‘24th 
the following edditionsal information is forwarded conoerning 
politios in Argentina, whichjin view,of the proximity of 
presidential elections are a subject of great interest at thie 
‘time. 


It is still impoesible to give anyacourate information in 
regard to the candidates of the Radioal party in the coming 
presidential election. However, one thing in regard to the 
Radical Party is oertain: The President is not in accord with 
the other leaders of the Party, and the way in which these 
differonoes will be g&fusted will be the determining factor 
in the nomination of the Party's candidate.

The Argentine Aubuswadors and representatives in foreisn 
nations are under the Presitent hiiself, "true avents who have 
to adjust tuecir acticns to inetructicnis coucnea in terms both 
bOsitive and ocuplete." These facts are emphasized because 
there are scu.e Opponents wne labor under delusions on this head. 
A morning paper insistently demanded official aperovul or dis- 
approval cf tne stand taken by Seior Pueyrredcon in the Assambly 
at Geneve. This zaper believes without doubt that tne Argentine 
Republic is sending cbroud aubussadors ani representatives 
equipped with full power, in order that they may sneak and act 
of tzeir own accord, and benefit or harn the country in accsord- 
ance with tne opportunities which they may improvise. But the 
acts of the present government are definitive; they are tne 
result cf one directing force. "The Executive Power has solved 
as one man, in important ministerial agreements, the fundamental 
problems of internal and external affairs, taking as a basis for 
such sclution the idealistic principles sustained by President 
Irigoyen. As a consequence of his rigid conception of "reg- 
ponsibility", President Irigoyen includes among other inaccept~ 
able measures the mere severance of diplomatic relations. 
In the opbnion of the Argentine Government, the breaking off of 
relations and the decluration of war ccnstitute a single indivis- 
ible act. , 


Diplomatic Sinoerity. 


No one will dare to say at the present time thet the inter- 
national policy followed until today by the nations of Europe 
haus been good or even tolereble. The spirit of the famous 
Furopean equilibrium, neatly defined by a recapitulation of its 
three factons is: Armed peace, secret pacts and the system of 
defensive and offensive alliances or "ententes", a system which 
has converted conflicts of a limited nature into a general 
disaster. 

In Argentina, the new Government wiioh came into power as 
@ consequence of the triungh of demooracy,bagan its work vy 
breaking with the past and oreating for its present and future 
guidance a new standard of values. To a diplomacy of deceit, feer 
and abruptness, it opposed an international polioy of honesty, 
ccnfidencse and serenity". It is preoisely in this new con- 
ception of international policy where one should look for the 
Causes underlying our nautrality and our attitude before the 
Geneva Assembly. The Argentine Republic has given repeated 
proofs of her distrust af alliances and secret psots, and diplo- 
matic intrigues, seoret pacts and imperialistio allianods will 
never find a field. for propagation in this true democracy, 
which is so jealous of its sovereignty. 


Peoifism 


The pacific desires of the Republic surpass all known 
precedents. We have submitted our international disputes to 
arbitration on oocasions when such a proceeding was considered 
exceptional; and we only accept war as an extreme reoouge, to 
be justified only by grave causes, such as the violation of our 
national sovereignty and dignity, but never for utilitarian 
motives.

Only un uttack uron Argentine sovereignty without immediate

Sinking of Argentine Vessels by German Submerines. 


(MILITARY ATTACHE'S NOTE; In the original artioles and 
translaticn thereof all the communications exchanged between 
the Argentine Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the German Govern- 
ment are given. As these doouments are very lengthy, and in 
essenos, already known to our government,only the following is 
transoribed----summing up Argentina's final stand whick she was 
foroed to take as apologies and exouses notwishstanding, German 
submarines continued to sink her vessels: 

"The divergencies of opinion existing between the government 
of His Imperial Majesty and the Argentine governuent must be 
settled by reference to inalterable principlas and conoepts*. 
The fullness of Argentine sovereignty, an attribute of whion is 
immunity from the lav, protects those aots which she must carry 
out in order to maintain her community of interest with the rest. 
of the world, and it is not possible to admit that, while she 
fully guarantees the persons and property rights of German 


-subjeots in tha Republic, Argentine interests on the g3as may be 


attacked and destroyed by the Imperial warships. The Republic 
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nation's soil dn uer strvugesle fcr existence, not for the sutis- 
faction of -:ar'a demands, tut fre. the normsl necessities of 
humanity. The Arcentine governient cannot therefore, recognize 
that tue interonanse of tne natural products of tne country 
can be tue cbject of a belligerent quelification restrictive of 
her rigntful liberty of acticn and entailing the Giminuticn of 
her sovereignty." Before the inflexible stand taken by the 
Argentine Government, the German Minister in Buencs Aires, Count 
Luxburg proposed a draft of a "Declaration" and one of a "Pro- 
tocol" which were to be signed respectively by the German and 
Argentine Governmuents. These ar.fts were us follows: 
Deolarution: Tae Imperial German Government, notwithstanding 
the objections which oculd be cffersd to the fundamentals 
upon which the Arzentine claim is based, in its desire to 
maintain the good relations which they have always cultivated 
and rasponding to the friendly sentiments reiterated by both 
partias in this onptovctunity of giving them a great and lofty 
sanotion in she question of the sinking of the steam ship"Toro", 
resolves to subnit in this case to the sane terms as those 
involved in the case of the "Monte Protegido", and is dipnosed 
to reimburse the Argentine Government for the monetsry loss 
Oocasicned by the sinking of the "Toro" over and above the 
anount insured. 

The Imperial Government recognizes the liberty of Argen- 
tine ships to navigate the seas, according to the principles 


. of internaticnal law, and guerantées that its navy will aot 


in accordance therewith. ; 

Protocol: The Argentine Government, in view of the existing 
dangers to navigation "will arcange that no more ships carrying 
her flag will clear with the intent to enter the war zones 
established by she different belligerent governments. The 
Imperial Germaan Government will. permit tne passage of those 
Argentine vessels which ere at present on the high sea and 
wnich are bound for the war zones esteblished against Germany's 
present enemies, on a round trip voyage to the country. " 

The Protocol was refused absolutely by the Argentine Government 

just'as it refused every similar declaration or "promise". 

The draft of the "Declaration" was telegraphed to Berlin. 

After receipt of the declaration above mentioned, the German 

Minister Luxburg received a communication from his Government 

to the effect that the Imperial Government "animated by the 
desire to maintain its old and oordial relations with the 
Argentine R°rublic had decided, after e re-examination of the 
question of the Argentine S.S. "Toro", to indemnify the Republic 
for the damage caused by the sinking of the suid vessel, and 
to subject the fixing of the amount thus to be vaid to the same 
procedure as that applying to the case of the "Monte Protegido". 
The Imperial Government further stated that" 1t declared that 
the liberty of the sess for Argentine ships constituted one of 
its prinoipal objeots in this war. Consequently it is ratified 
to recognize---although its liberty of action is limited by 

the illegal procedure of its enemies-----the standards of 
international law, and will endeavor to ccmply with them. 
The Imperial naval foroes have orders and instruotions in 
accordance with these points of view. " 
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After comparins the attitude of President Irigoyen wish thas 
of nis predecessor----now Oculd tne conduct of President Irigoyen 
, be stigmatized as Germanophile and week ? 

Sympathy for such 4 people us the Germans ia not censurable 
in itself, but governments are obliszed te ceuent tneir inter- | 
national relatic:.3 upon such a ricid basis of equulity that every 
leaning towards cne side cr the other would be characterized as 
a sericus error. : 

The Government would have been «ak if 1% had submitted to 
the demands of other governments or to the im ositions of politi- 
cal enemies; it weuld have been weak, if it had permitted the 
Republic to alignherself with certain ccuntries which broke 
diplomatic relations,and even declared war on a people who may 
have been in she wrong, but who vere fignting besieged by Legions 
of enemies on the eve cf imminent defeat. : 


Hours of Anxiety: 


It is an inveterate law that belligerent atatesa emply the most 
varied means of compromising neutral naticns in their favor. How- 
ever until the lute war they had never had recourse to such ex- 
treme methods. The Argentine Republic, a cosmopolitan country, 
producing oereals and cattle, a country in which there are large 
amounts of foreign capital invested, wassubjected to 4 long siege. 
Schemes were laid and the most eudacious means were employed 
againet her, againet her neutrality and Gowrnment. But all 
was in vain; the Executive Power remained steadfast while within 
the country and abroad new attempts were being made and new 
weapons were being forged. . 


Stratarems: 


Feote were falsified, fabulous sums expende and wasted in 
verbal and printed propaganda. Newspapers and periodioals were 
subsidized; pamphlets, manifestoes, and habdbills were published; 
meetings and conferences were organized in halls and in the open 
} aiv; hundreds of clubs were formed; all for the purpose of excit- 
= ing the minds of the people. At thé same time attempts were made 
4 to intimidate the government by finanoial pressure. The extension - 
} 


of loans for short periods was refused; oertain units of certain 
belligerent squadrons paid us “visits of courtesy", whioh were 
entirely unssasonable, as their only purpose was to violate our 
neutrality; secret telegrams which were offensive to this 
gountry and which had deen interchanged between the German Foreign 
: Office and its representative in Buenos Air2s, Count Luxburg, 
i were intercepted, translated and made public in North America 
i "without previous notice" to the Argentine Government; foreign 
capitalists insetigated strikes and other oonfliots of a social 
and political nature. Argentina was menaced with commercial 
{dsolaticn, and the withdrawal of foreign capital; our loss of 
prestige was announced to the civilized world; we were to be 
excluded from the Leagua of Naticns; we were acoused of egoismn 
and ingratitude. 
However, neutrality has placed us in a position diametrically 
opposed to that prophesied by the rupturists. The Argentine 
Republio far from struggling hopelessly in a state of oormeroial 
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re: dg. Disgrace. 

Our disgrace bafore the civilized world widen Was 
rtophesied as not taken place. Instesa we have never 
received sucn evidences of cozdéiality and sympathg. Chile, 
Austria, Urususy, Poland, Hungary, and all the peoples of 
Europe and Americe turn towards us, not in a passicn of 
loyal paternity, burt with @ gesture of gratifying ona 
vespectful surprise. Ani there are arriving ut Buenoe Aires 
ambassadors, statasmen, sociolesists and bankers coming from. . 
North Americas, Spain, Italy, Englund and Frence to tighten the 
ponds of friendship, tc fomant econcmic and intellectual 
relations, and----~ wnat is even more gratifying--~--they come 
without that air of authority, witrous that eweeping and 
Soper rte sufficiency with which they treated us in other

The Cause of ‘Justice. 

The Burcbesan war wes & “oomplete and fatal consequence" 
of many ana very different factors: lonZ hatreds ,reciprooal 
misunderstandings, economic rivalries,colonial policies, etc. 

In Argentine the serene spirits which from on high 
observed that formicable atrife wee soon aware that in the 
tempest x% ideclistioc motives were few and far betreen. 

It was during, those hours ef passion and blood, that the 
Argentine Republic proclaimed through President Irigoyen as 
her, spokesman: 

The ouuse of Belgium is at the present time "the cause 
of independence, and of the law of nations; and humanity 
woulda be wounded in its most profound sentiments if the 
principles in whieh it trusts were not eternal and sacred. 

I believe in the rower and in the sovereignty of those 
prinoiples which have never been altered in the history of 
the world." 


Wilson's Fourteen Points.

What happened to the famous principles formulated by 
President Wilson ? How many are now in operation ? Did the 
Argentine Government make @& mistake in not attributing to 
them an efficacy cut of all proportion ? 

The allied and associated nations won, but President 
Wilson's fourteen points were wafted avay by the smoke of 
the last discherges. The present Irish situation, the 
North American naval progran, and the subsequent attitude 
of the North American Prasiasnt in regard to the Fiune 
question are proofs so positive trat they need no comment. 


The Leagua of Nations and the Argentine Attitude. 


"During the initial poriod of the war the North 
American Republio was the first neutral nation in which serious 
and mathodloal attempts were made to establish " & league 
to preserve peace." In January 1915 began & series of 
conferences in the "Century Asscoiation" for the purpose 
of disoussing the ground work and approving the basic 


principles: of the projected institution. 
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Nien 2% came to w@ settleuent the allied naticns belisved 
it convenient to include the oasis cf the League of Naticns 
a8 an intecral part of the traaty. Way did they do it ? 

Vhet end did they seek ? Did they perchance believe that by 
means of that apparent ccneession to the Nerth American 
people the latter couls be inveigled into assisting them to 
dupose the inhusanitarian desizns of the victors? 

It is believed op: ortune to transcrite a fe. remarks made 
convernins "true democracy" and the success of the then future 
League, maie uw propos cf it by the Arsentine iliniater of 
Foreign Affairs, Dy. Pueyrredon, ut the furewell banquet 
given to the Belgian Minister to Argentinas. - rine 

"In drawing the people of the world together, civilization 
Calle uron them all to do their part for humanity; thus there 


. are neitier gmall nor large powers, one and all are efficient 
‘and dnadispensible factors. For this reason the desire to unite 


the nations in a firm associaticn, such ag a supreme tribunal 
of justice, is not a Utopian conception; it is a reality readily 
attainable, and upen the wisdom with which it sill be constitut- 
ed depends the sovereign stability of the nations and the 
internal well-beiny of the world at large." 

Minieter Pueyrredén made this important speech on December 
10,1918, three months before Argentina was officially invited 
to take part in the future League.

Colonel House's Invitation: 

By telegram dated Maroh 12,1919, the Argentine Minister 
in Paris, Dr. Marcelo T. de Alvear, informed the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and Worship that he had received an invita- 
tion to attend a private and entirely unofficial oonference - 
to be held on March 30th. The Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Dr. Puegrredén answered the dispatoh instructing Minister 
Alvear that he was authorized to be present at the aforesaia 
meeting, giving him also instructions to the effeot that 
the Argentine Government accepted in principle the formation 
of the League of Nations, but that there should be neo 
distinction between belligerents and neutrals; that the Central 
Povers should not be excluded from public conferences, and 
lastly that the Argentine Government was disposed to conour in 
the general disoussion in a whole hearted manner and with the 
intention of assisting in the realization and stabilization of 


the projected League of Nations.

The Argentine Theory: 


On July 18,1019, in uccordance with inatruétions from the 
Argentine Government, Miniater Alvear sent the Note ci adherence 
to Sir Eric Drummond, ana five days later (July 23) Secretary 
Drummond replied stating that the League of Nations wus not yet 
legally constituted, enc &:-gired to know if the Argentine Govern- 
ment desired to adhere to the League of Nations " as scon 4s 
the ratifioations of the Peace Treaty shall have endoved the 
League with the necessary powers." On July 29th Minister Abvear 
answered that tre Argentine Government adhered to the League of 
Nations, and that this adherence would be ratified when the 
Chaubers approved ths act. 

Yet on January 10,1920, the President of the Supreme Ccunoil , 
of the allied and associated powers, H.G. Clemenceau, sent the 
Argentine Government a telepmram which apparently had the intention 
of annulling the adhesicn of July 18 to which no yeference what- 
soever was made in the new invitation. In this telegram the 
Argentine Republic was invited to adhere to the Covenant of 
tne League of Nations within two months of the putting into 
force of the Treaty. It appears that the Supreme Counoil of 
the allied and associated powers, simulating ignorance of the 
Argentine adhesion in July, was trying to oblige the Argentine 
Republic tc enter tiie League at a date subsequent to January 10, 
1920. : 

The first publio reunion or offioial assembly of the League 
of Nations was to begin its work in Geneva on November 15,1920. 
The Exeoutive Power of the Argentine Republic with the prior 
4 consent of the Senate, appointed the delegation which ehould 
i represent the country, designating as ohief thereof Dr. Honorio 
Pueyrredon, Minister of Foreign Affairs and Worship. The dele- es 
gation received complete instructions. 
. In a newspaper interviey Dr. Irigoyen formulat d among others 
4 the following declarations: 
i ttrom the deouments published by the Argentine Government 
i 4t is evident that’ the Argentine delegation at Geneva did not 
ba permit 4tself to depart in the slightest degree from the path 
that oad been so clearly and definitely laia out. Its missicn 
was to present the fundamental Argentine proposals, and upon 
their being accepted depended the adhesion of Argentina to the 
ec League. But our proposals were treated in Geneva as "annexes", 
- while in reality they were fundamental bases for the League. 
Without the participation of all the states a League of Naticne ise 
: impossible. The Government has had no relaticns with the 
League since the withdrawal of our delegation from the Geneva 
” Assembly.

The Definition of Principles. 


As stated above, such we 3s the funiamental principles 
which the Arcentine Government laid before the Geneva Assambly 
to be voted on publioly or given priority. Dr. Iriyogen — 
direoted Minister Pueyrredon, President of the Argentine dele- 
gation to "explain those doctrines ina speech which will embrace 
. them all and allow them to be apprecisted as & whole and in ; 
relation to one another." Dr. Pueyrredon carried out this mission 
and having faithfully and fully explained the "Credo. Argentino" 
before the Assembly, that delegation proceeded to assume an 

energetic and dignified attitude. 


The Withdrawal of the Argentine Delegation.

One prisoner, however, had already been 
killed. The chief,Escubiedes, was sent to arrange conditions. 
He, as delegate of the bandits, stated to Lt.Colonel Varela 
that his men were disposed to continue the fight, keeping 
the prisoners always in front, and if any of his band were 
killed, all the prisoners would immedistely be shot. Lt. 
Colonel Varela stated his regret at the decision, but stated 
that it was his duty to continue action until the bandits 
were reduced +o submission. When the parley returned to the 
Camp,the prisoners were ordered to prepare to maroh to the 
Cordillera, then,after some private conferences among the 
chiefs of the bandits, the prisoners were released. Then the 
bandits went off‘towards the mountains with their vast war 

 gupplies. 


’ Later,news was to the effect that the bandits were pursued 
by the national forces and 160 taken prisoners. More than 
300 horses were seized also three large truoks, many arms and 
large quantities of ammunition. In the battle whioh took place 
1 hr announced that 5 men were killed and 17 wounded; ‘all 
. Civilians. 


After the above enoounter and in spite of the reported 
resumption of a normal state of affairs, alarming messages 
still arrived from Santa Cruz. It would appear that after 
the fight between the Government troops and the main body of 
the insurgents, the latter borke up into isolated gangs, whioh 
shortly after began to reappear in different parts of the 
territory. They were well armed and equipped with means of 
transport while the troops, on.the other hand, were eer Cunly 
handicapped by lack of connections.

The soldiers then mutinied and pro- 
ceeded to disarm the non-comuissioned officers of the party, 
who were locked up all night. 

Governor Iza boarded the ship and tried to quieten the 
men, but even while he was still speaking the mutineers 
commenced firing, and two officers---one from the ship---were 
killed, while eight soldiers and sailors wzre cunded. 

The Governor eventuslly succeeded in calming the men and 
the vessel sailed for Ccmodoro Rivadavia.

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Very considerable bitterness is felt by the Radicals 
against the Scclalists whom they consider. as already 
definitely lined up with the Conservatives.

Biography of Dr.Marcelo T. de Alvear~-Radioal candidate as President. 
Ne ‘ ee 4% 


Dr. Alvear was born in Buenos Aires in 1868. (Oot.4). 
He is a descendant of a noble Spanish family, and his ancestor 
Don Diego de Alvear y Ponce de Leon was a member of one of the © 
Commissions sent by Bpain to America to settle boundary disputes 
with Portugal. ; 

While still a student he became a member of the Radical 
Party, which at that time was considered a disgrace, for the party 
was said to be formed of scoundrels, revolutionaries and bandits. 
He joined the party as he believed the time had come for a political 
reaction to set in in the country. In 1890, in the oourse of the 
revolution promoted by the Radicals, he met Dr. Hipolito Irigoyen 
and they became close friends. In 1893, Dr. Alvear travelled with 
Alem(the founder of the Radioal Party) throughout the Republic. 

Later on Dr. Alvear entered Congress, and also took a 
prominent part in provincial politics. Finally, in 1916 he was 
offered and accepted the post of Argentine Ambassador to Franoe. 

Dr. Alvear graduated from the University of Buenos Aires 
as a lawyer in 1870. 

He married Regina Paoini, who was a singer at the Politeama 
Opera up to the time of her marriage. j 


Dr.Elpidio Gonzdlez. Radioal candidate as Vice-President. 


Dr.Zlpidio Gonzdlez was born in Rosario, province of Santa 
Fé. He is not of aristocratic desoent like Alvear. He studied 
in Cérdoba and obtained his degree as a lawyer in that oity. 

He practised law-in the city of Cordoba, and took an active 
part in politicos from his early youth. aay : E+ 

Later he was elected a deputy for the Province of Cordoba, — 
but due to illness took no active part in the legislature. Shortly 
afterwards he was appointed Minister of War by President Irigoyen. 
Subsequently he became interventor:in the provinoe of Cordoba, and | 
was sent there to reorganize the Radical Party. Finally he was . 
appointed Chief of Police of the Federal Capital, a post he has —~ % 
fulfilled until resignation upon proclamation as candidate to :
